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The  Center  for  Students 
with  disAbihties  was  estab- 
lished to  provide  a  safe,  com- 
fortable, social  environment 
where  students  can  freely  dis- 
cuss disAbilities  without  any 
pressure.  The  center  also  holds 
a  weekly  support  group,  pro- 
vides referrals  to  on  and  off 
campus  agencies,  and  advocates 
a  greater  awareness  of  the  needs 
of  disAbled  students  on  the  UMB 
campus. 


Many  students  participated 
in  a  disAbilities  Carnival  that 
showed  students  through  quizzes 
and  games  what  it  would  be  like 
to  be  disabled. 
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The  Women's  Center  was 
started  in  1976  to  provide  a  place 
where  every  woman  on  campus 
can  feel  at  home.  The  center's 
atmosphere  is  such  that  women 
from  all  backgrounds  can  find  re- 
spect, understanding,  empathy  and 
help.  The  center  has  handled  many 
issues  ranging  fromi  helping  vic- 
tims of  violence  to  sexual  ha- 
rassment, and  has  sponsored  lec- 
tures, support  groups,  and  other 
activities  emphasizing  women's 
issues. 
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The  Women's  center  spon- 
sored an  exhibit  of  the  Clothes- 
line Project,  as  well  as  a  ques- 
tion and  answer  session  with  the 
Frammingham  8. 


Ueteran's  Center 


The  Student  Veteran's  Cen- 
ter began  as  a  social  club  for 
Vets  to  meet  one  another  on 
campus  and  to  provide  Veteran 
students  with  information 
about  the  university.  The  cen- 
ter provides  tutors,  comput- 
ers, and  referrals  for  vets  on 
campus,  and  its  members  have 
reached  out  to  the  community 
by  raising  money  for  the  Jane 
Doe  fund,  collecting  for  "Toys 
for  Tots,"  and  holding  a  Disney 
Film  Day  for  the  children  of 
students.

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Casa  £atina 


Casa  Latina  is  the  link  be- 
tween Hispanic  students  and 
the  UMB  administration  and 
community.  The  center  offers 
tutoring  and  has  support 
groups  for  Latino  women  and 
men.  The  center's  atmosphere 
allows  students  to  hold  onto 
their  cultures  while  assimi- 
lating to  American  life.  Ulti- 
mately, the  center's  goal  is  to 
increase  the  number  of 
Latino's  at  UMB  by  making  the 
university  more  affordable  and 
accessible. 


The  LGB  Center 


The  primary  purpose  of  the 
LGB  Center  is  to  serve  the  lesbian, 
gay,  and  bisexual  community  on 
campus  by  providing  a  social  space 
and  by  programming  events  such 
as  speakers,  discussion  groups, 
readings  by  gay  and  lesbian  fac- 
ulty, staff  and  students,  film  se- 
ries, and  outings.

Open  to  the  entire  UMB  commu- 
nity, the  center  is  a  place  to  come 
and  discuss  the  issues,  concerns, 
and /or  problems  of  substance 
abuse.  The  center  has  a  library 
and  other  resources  for  people 
seeking  help  both  on  and  off 
campus,  and  offers  peer  counsel- 
ing and  referrals  to  counselors, 
and  anti-substance  programs.

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Black  Student  Center 


The  Black  Student  Center  was 
started  to  provide  support  for  and  to 
meet  the  needs  of  all  students  of 
African  descent  on  the  UMB  cam- 
pus. The  center  provides  volunteer 
tutors,  sponsors  a  lecture  series 
on  topics  of  concern  within  the 
black  community,  and  holds  two 
annual  events:  a  fashion  show  and 
a  Kwanza  Culture  night.  Ultimately, 
the  center  hopes  to  bring  in  more 
services  to  provide  the  campus 
with  a  black  voice. 


With  all  of  their  open  houses, 
parties,  and  events,  the  Black 
Student  Center  was  a  popular 
meeting  place  for  UMB  students. 


Black  student  Center 
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The  Center  for  Educational 
Rights  was  started  in  the  early 
1980's  in  response  to  the  cuts  that 
Regan  made  in  educational  funding. 
Since  then,  the  Center  has  acted  as 
an  answering  service  for  UMass  Bosg 
ton  students,  answering  questions 
about  financial  aid,  what's  going  on 
within  the  school,  and  the  rights  that 
students  have  on  campus.  The  center 
also  provides  valuable  preparation 
workshops  for  the  Writing  Proficiency 
Exam. 


The  Advocacy  for  Resources 
for  Modern  Survival  (A.R.M.S.) 
Center  is  a  student  center  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  in- 
formation, referral,  self  help, 
and  education  about  public  as- 
sistance issues.  At  a  school  like 
UMB,  this  is  a  service  that  is 
both  valued  and  necessary. 


Members  of  the  Center  for  Ed

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The  Center  for  Student 
Support  was  established  in 
order  to  support  and  organize 
programs  that  are  of  particu- 
lar interest  to  CPCS  students. 
The  center  is  also  committed 
to  supporting  all  students  in 
their  educational  endeavors 
through  social  interaction  and 
by  raising  the  awareness  level 
'  of  th,e  individual  student,  thus 
creating  confidence  in  indi- 
vidual ability  to  achieve. 
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Asian  Student  Center 


The  priority  of  the  Asian 
Center  is  to  serve  the  Asian  stu- 
dent population  by  promoting 
cultural  awareness  and  main- 
taining ties  with  Boston  Asian 
communities.  In  the  93-94  school 
year,  the  center  collected  1,000 
pounds  of  clothing  for  the  home- 
less, had  several  open  houses, 
and  held  their  annual  Cultural 
Festival  (see  pg.  166  for  photos) 
of  Asian  dance,  martial  art,  tra- 
ditional food,  music,  and  con- 
temporarv  skits  and,  plays.

The  Harbor  Gallery  opened  with 
a  mission:  to  serve  the  UMB  com- 
munity and  the  commiunity  at  large, 
bringing  to  them  a  taste  of  the  art 
world.

The  gallery  has  sponsored 
film  series,  poetry  readings,  photo 
exhibits,  and  exhibits  of  student 
work. 
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Harbor  Art  Gallery 
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For  the  first  time  ever 
the  Theatre  Arts  and  Music 
departments  worked  together 
on  a  project  that  was...  a 
smash  hit!  Performed  in  the 
McCormack  auditorium  over 
the  first  two  weekends  of 
May,  West  Side  Story  was  a 
production  involving  over 
fifty  of  UMB's  actors,  sing- 
ers, dancers,  musicians,  cos- 
tume-makers, and  set-de- 
signers.

UMass  Boston  in 
addition  is  an  enterprise  that  transmits  knowledge  of  many  kinds  from  one  generation  to 
the  next.  Along  with  the  faculty  and  staff,  our  students  and  alumni  share  equally  in  the 
critical  task  of  carrying  forward  this  knowledge  into  the  future. ..The  knowledge  that 
many  of  you  have  helped  our  faculty  to  generate  must  not  only  serve  individual  needs  and 
the  needs  of  society,  but  also  must  be  employed  to  improve  the  University's  own 
educational  programs  and  ventures.  Teaching  and  research  must  not  become  frozen  in 
place  if  we  are  to  remain  an  exciting,  innovative  campus.  To  meet  the  needs  of  our  future 
students,  and  the  needs  of  our  rapidly  changing  communities,  the  intellectual  power  and 
knozvledge  contained  at  UMass  Boston  must  be  employed  to  find  new  and  better  ways  to 
more  actively  engage  students  in  the  learning  process  while  they  are  on  our  campus. ...We 
know  that  the  student  academic  success  rate  climbs  when  there  is  intensive  involvement 
and  engagement.  More  can  be  done,  and  we  must  take  the  necessary  steps  to  involve  a 
larger  number  of  our  students  in  the  full  academic  life  of  the  campus  so  that  they  become 
even  more  active  participants  in  the  learning  process.  We  must  encourage  increased 
student  interaction  with  faculty  and  build  a  climate  at  the  University  that  promotes  the 
dedication  of  more  time,  energy  and  effort  by  students  to  the  acquisition  of  knowl- 
edge...The  University  community  also  must  continue  efforts  to  create  an  environment  in 
which  students  are  expected  to  set  and  reach  ambitious  educational  goals.  There  is  today 
enormous  pressure  on  all  college  campuses  for  students  to  avoid  challenging  subjects  and 
courses,  to  miss  out  on  acquiring  some  of  the  basic  skills  they  need  to  lead  productive 
lives.  Another  pressure  is  the  pre-professional  one;  it  forces  students  to  design  their 
undergraduate  experience  so  that  the  bachelor's  degree  becomes  an  immediate  meal 
ticket  rather  than  the  master  key  to  pursuing  a  life  of  learning  and  enlarging  intellectual 
horizons.... That  attitude  goes  against  the  idea  of  the  important  study  of  the  liberal  arts, 
which  the  poet  Ovid  reminds  us  "humanizes  character  and  permits  it  not  to  be  cruel."  A 
liberal  education  does  humanize  us,  giving  the  mind  a  banquet  of  ideas  and  thoughts  to  feed 
upon,  as  opposed  to  the  pre-professional  fast  food  meal  of  rather  limited  intellectual 
calories  that  today  attracts  too  many  to  its  franchise.... The  education  you  have  received 
at  UMass  Boston  -  an  education  grounded  in  the  liberal  arts  -  was  designed  to  encourage 
the  mind  to  accept  change,  and  to  discover  and  make  use  of  opportunities  that  come  with 
change.  I  can  assure  you  that  change  will  be  your  constant  companion  in  life,  and  that  you 
will  need  the  resources  on  intellect,  spirit  and  courage  to  deal  with  it  in  a  constructive 
fashion.  To  ensure  that  UMass  Boston  navigates  the  future  successfully ,  we  will  look  to 
you  for  help  in  refashioning  what  we  do  so  that  your  University  continues  to  be  an  exciting, 
innovative    and    enterprising    center    of   learning,    scholarship    and    community    service.
